AID FOR DROWNING 


Approved Method of Applying Arti 
ficial Respiration. 


The most approved method of resus: 
citation in cases of drowning and 
asphyxiation was described by Pro- 
fessor Edward A, Schafer of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, in a paper on artifi- 
cial respiration, read to the section 
on surgery and anatomy of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Professor 
Schafer was chairman of a_ special 
committee of the Royal Medical and 
Chirurgical Society of London ap: 
pointed to investigate the subject, and 
his paper was the result of that body’s 
inquiry. ‘ 

The method is one which can be 
used by one person without fatigue 
and make possible resuscitation in 
a case either of drowning or asphyxi- 
ation. 

“Lay the patient flat on his face,”’ 
said Professor Schafer. ‘This throws 
the tongue forward out of the mouth, 
leaving the air passages unobstruct- 
ed, and does away with the necessity 


for holding the tongue. It also per- 
mits the water to run from the mouth. 

“Kneel beside the patient hnd place 
the hands one on each side of the 
backbone in the small of the back, 
about the line of the lowest ribs. 

“Then by throwing weight forward 
on the hands a vertical pressure is 
effected with little fatigue to the 
operator. 

“The downward pressure should last 
three seconds. This empties the lungs. 
= ‘The pressure should then be stop- 
ped for two seconds, and the lungs 
will naturally refill. This process 
should be repeated twelve times a 
minute. 

“Careful tests by a spirometer show 
that this method gives more than the 
normal amount of air to the patient, 
while other methods give much less 
than the amount ordi y breathed.” 


KEEP THE MOUTH CLEAN. 


Sound Teeth and Gums Prime Re- 
quisites For Good Health. 


“Don’t scrub your consciences; 
serub your teeth,” was the substance 
of the advice given by Dr. M. H. 
Fletcher in the American Medical As- 
sociation’s section on stomatology. 
He read a paper on “Diseases of the 
Alveolar Process.”” ‘The gums should 
be rubbed with a stiff bristle tooth- 
brush,” declared the doctor, ‘The 
gums should be rubbed as well as the 
teeth. The gums should be hard and 
tough, as hard as the palm of a per- 
son’s hand. No care of the tecth 
seoms to be the almost universal 
rule. One of my patients put it very 
nicely to me after IT had explained to 
her the proper methods. ‘I thought 
I had been cleaning my teeth all 
these years,’ she said, ‘but I find that 
T have only been cleaning my con- 
science.’ 

“Tf the mouth covld at all times 
be kept perfectly clean there would 
never be any deenyed teeth or visits 
fo the dentists. As it is, mich that 
is paid to the dentist could be saved 
by proper care. Good teeth and

Schboling Railroad Men. 


A school car fitted with signaling 
apparatus has been in use for u 
short time on the Union and Southern 
Pacific lines for the instruction of 
employes, and in order to ascertain 
just what amount of benefit had been 
derived by the men they were sub- 
jected to a series of surprise tests. 
Kighteen kinds of regular signa's were 
employed, besides some specials, in- 
cluding torpedoes, fuses, stop flags, 
reversed lights, extinguished lights, 
semaphore arms at danger and lan- 
tern and hand signals. ‘Twelve hun- 
dred and fifty-eight tests were made, 
and the engine men showed an effici- 
ency of nearly 99 per cent, Of the

| TO SETTLE LABOR DISPUTES. 


J comemnea taal 
“Scotch Railway Men to Try the Arbi- 
tration Plan. 


_ The following information concern- 
ing a scheme of conciliation and arbi- 
tration between the representatives 
of labor and the Scotch railway com- 
panies for the settlement of questions 
relating to rates of wages and hours 
of labor 18 furnished by Consul Max- 
well Blake of Dunfermline: 

It is proposed to group the various 
grades of employes into sections, each 
section to choose by election one or 
more representatives for each district, 
and these will compose the employes’ 
sectional board to meet the represen- 
tatives of the company. Under the 
scheme there will also be formed 
conciliation boards for each company 
to deal with questions of wages and 
hours of labor which cannot be mu- 
tually settled through the usual 
channels. 

In the event of the two boards in- 
dicated failing*to arrive at an agree- 
ment the subject of difference is then 
referred to arbitration. The appealed 
reference is to go before a single 
arbitrator pointed by agreement 
batareansthattwe boards, or, in defauit 
of an agreement, to be appointed by 
the Speaker of the House of Commons 
and the lord president of the court of 
sessions, or one of them. The decision 
of the arbitrator shall be final and 
binding on all parties. 

Each side of the conciliation board 
is to elect its own chairman. Any 
yroposal agreed to by a_ sectional 

oard and rejected by the employes 
is referred to the central board (com- 
posed of fourteen employes’ repre- 
sentatives, two from members of each 
sectional board), and a proposal agreed 
to by the central board and rejected 
by the employes is referred to arbi- 
tration. A proposal agreed to by 
soctional board and_ rejected by the 
employes is referred to the central 

| board, and a proposal agreed to by 
the central board and rejected by the 
employes is referred to arbitration, 
Where the central cone'liation board 
fail to agree an arbitrator is appoint- 
ed, and where the central concilia- 
tion board have agreed, but the de- 
cision is not accepted by the directors 
or employes, the arbitrator is called 
in as before. 

The total number of employes’ re- 
presentatives on ench sectional board 
is eight, two from the employes in 
the section in each of the four desig- 
nated electoral districts. The central 
board is composed as indicated. The 
company’s representatives on each 
sectional and central board do not 
exceed the employers’ representatives.
